Helping the young woman into the ve- 
hicle he turned the horse's head to- 
wards St. Michael's and drove to that 
town. 


When they reached there Roberts 


sent the team to a stable and escorted 
Mrs. Woodill to a 
pier where his 


launch was moored.

Blow Struck From Behind, 


It was dusk when they received in- 


formation of the discovery of the body. 
The woman's body probably had been 
stripped of its clothes after she had 
been murdered. The injury to the skull 
led those who viewed the corpse to 
think the blow must have been deliv- 
ered from behind, judging from the 
position of the wound.. Attached to 
the waist of the woman was a, stout 
cord, and to this was-tied an old ket- 
tle which was filled with stones. The

The officers then went to Robert's 


bungalow. Here were found remnants 
of the clothing of the dead woman. 
These were positively identified by 
Capt. Thompson, The supposed mur- 
derer had made an effort to destroy 
them by burning, ,but the clothing was 
only partially consumed by the flames. 
The bedroom of the bungalow was 
found "in'general disorder, as if there 
had been a struggle. 
Blood stains 


covered the sheets. These facts led 
to the suggestion that Mrs. Woodill 
had • been murdered there. •. • 


State's Attorney Turner ;said tha,t it 


was possible .that Mrs. :Woodill was 
lured to the bungalow, by Roberts and 
that after a 'quarrel he had killed her 
in his room. 


Dead Woman Always Belle. 


Mrs. Woodill was not more than 20 


years old. She went to McDaniels 
with, the 
Thompsons 
about 
fifteen 


years ago. when they bought their 
farm .there. She was always pretty, 
and her beauty was often commented 
upon, even when she was a child in 
short dresses. 


Roberts moved to St. Michaels only 


recently. 
He bought a farm there, 


'and later a-motor boat. He told some 
of the acquaintances he made that he 
was a newspaper and magazine writ- 
er, with headquarters in Washington, 


i C. He was a man 40 or 45 years 


old. and walked with a limp. 


A further investigation of Robert's 


bungalow made last night indicates 
that Mrs. Woodill was murdered out- 
side the bungalow and dragged Into 
the house and laid in tho bed: Sheriff 
Eugene Welsh and Constable Hambln- 
ton found several planks covered with 
blood' stains. It is also thought that 
the woman was struck with the butt

In a piece of paper at the time. 


After the first' shot Thornton clutch- 


ed at his' breast and fell,-.and..the wit- 
ness said he then walked to the front 
arid1 locked the door. He said, "Scotty, 
you've fixed that fellow and I will call • 
:the police." He was walking up and 
down at the time and holding his head 
'In his hands. 


Cross Examination Minute. 


The cross examination did not take 


up much time, but It went into the 
very minute details of the case and 
particular care was taken to bring out 
forcibly that Thornton had thrown one 
spittoon and had stooped 'to pick 'up 
another before he was struck. 


Swift told the .story very much In the 


same language in which he related It 
to the coroner the day following the 
shooting and did not become confused 
during the recital and tried to tell 
things just as he saw them, with prob- 
ably a slight leaning toward Scott.

Declares New York Minis- 


ter is No Orthodox 


Baptist. 


Cleveland. Ohio. June 25.—The Rev. 


Dr. AV. W. Bustard, the new pastor of 
the Euclid avenue Baptist church, ,ot 
which John D. Rockefeller is a mem- 
ber and superintendent of the Sunday 
school, has startled his congregation 
by an outspoken denunciation of the 
Rev. Dr. Charles F. Aked. pastor of the 
Fifth avenue Baptist church in New 
York. of. which Mr. Rockefeller Is an 
attendant. War threatens between the 
two pastors of the millionaire.' 


"In what does the Baptist church 


believe? Just how far from orthodox 
loctrlnes of the church can a Baptist 
minister depart and yet remain a Bap- 
iat minister?" 
These are the questions that will be 


'ought out between New York and 
Cleveland—unless, indeed. Mr. Rocke- 
'eller takes a hand, pouring oil upon 
:he troubled waters. 


"I am a Baptist minister, an ortho- 


dox Baptist minister." Dr. Bustard told 
.he Baptists of Cleveland at a recep- 
tion tendered him. "Dr. Aked may, in- 
deed, call himself a Baptist minister. I 
call him a heterodox Baptist minister, 
and I doubt seriously If he merits the 
name ot Baptist at all." 


Differ on Points of Doctrine. 


Dr. Bustard and Dr. Aked disnKrce 


in many points on Baptist doctrines. 
Dr. Bustard believes In immersion, as 
the only true form of baptism. 
Dr. 


Aked recognizes other forms, such as 
pouring and sprinkling. Dr. Bustard 
helieves in communion only with be- 
lievers, with church members. 
Dr. 


Aked. believes in communion with any 
one who feels like communing. 


Dr. Bustard condemns Prof. Foster, 


of the University of Chicago, recently 
expelled from the Baptist conference 
for writings In which he denied the di- 
vinity of Christ. 
Dr. Aked, it is re- 


ported, sympathizes with Prof. Foster, 
contending that the fold of the Bap-, 
tlst church is broad enough to shelter 
even him who denies Christ as the son 
of God. 


"If John D. Rockefeller has two pas- 


tors they are about as far apart as pos- 
sible in their ideas of what John D. 
Rockfoller'B church, the Baptist church, 
stands for," says Dr. Bustard. 


"I do not believe in any narrow de- 


nominationalism. 
I have no quarrel 


with other sects of Protestantism. But 
personally I am a Baptist, believing in 
those doctrines that make the Baptist 
church a distinctive organization.

must, therefore, quarrel with any Bap- 
tist minister, so-called, who teaches

pastor, appears to consider it honest to 
preach heterodoxy from a supposedly 
orthodox -pulpit. 
For instance, he is 


receiving into his New York 
church

requiring immersion, and he is telling 
them that sprinkling or pouring done 
in other churches by way of baptism 
is sufficient with him and -his church. 


"The Baptist church believes in im- 


mersion as the only form of baptism 
recognized or intended by Christ. If a 
man of a denomination that baptizes 
by sprinkling joins the Baptist church 
he must, according to the Baptist faith, 
be Immersed. Just as clearly.must he 
be immersed as one who never has 
been baptized at all, neither sprinklec 
nor poured upon. Yet Dr. Aked wel- 
comes to membership, without im- 
mersion, the man or woman who has 
been baptized in any shape or form. 


"When I extend 
an invitation to 


communion I am satisfied to say simp- 
ly that the congregation will be served 
Dr. AJked, I understand, extends the in 
vitation in this manner:

all members of this church, all mem 
bers of any other church, and ail per 
sons present whether they be churcl 
members or not.' 


"True Baptists Bar Unbelievers,"

"In. regard to the case of Prof. Foste 


of the University of Chicago—Pro 
Foster denied the divinity of Jesu 
Christ. This is the fundamental prln 
ciple not only of the Baptist church, 
but of Christianity. And yet Dr. Aked 
appears to think that in expelling Prof. 
Foster the Baptist conference did 
wrong. 


"If Dr. Akefl's views were expressed 


from the pulpit of a church that sanc- 
tioned them there would be no argu- 
ment between Dr. Aked and myself. 
But so long as he expresses these 
views from the pulpit of the Baptist 
church there is a fundamental differ- 
ence between us—this notwithstanding, 
the fact that Dr. Aked Is the other pas- 
tor of John D. Rockefeller."

Ween Count Zeppelin's great airship 


was disabled by landing in a tree at 
Gopplngen, Wurtemberg, 
May SI, it 


was regarded by many as an evidence 
of its vmfltnesa JCor practical -uses. The 
rapidity with which it was repaired 
and proceeded on .lie way 
modified 


these views to a great 
extent, and 


since photographs and details of the 
accident have been produced many 
prominent aeronauts in Europe have 
declared that the Incident 
not only 


demonstrated the wisdom ot building 
a compartment airship of the Zeppelin 
type, but showed that accidents to 
dirigibles of this kind' were as easily 
repaired as would be similar injuries 
to steamships or any type of land ve- 
hicle. 


After a historic flight of about eight 


hundred miles the 
Zeppelin balloon 


was brought to the earth near Goppin- 
gen, to procure a fresh supply of gaso- 
line for the motor. In making the 
landing one end of the big ship came 
in contact with a tree from which the 
branches had been cut leaving only 
the sharp stumps projecting upward. 


Driven by a strong wind the gas bag 


swept over these sharp projections and 


tore away one hundred feet 
of 
the 


outer covering from the bow. As the 
balloon ia composed of seventeen sep- 
arate sections, containing separate, gas 
bags, only a small part of the gas was 
lost, and although remote 
from any 


balloon factory or machine .shop, Zep- 
pelin's engineers and air sailors were 
able to. mend the 
balloon in a few 


hours and proceed with it to Lake Con- 
stance. 


Having few tools and no proper ma- 


terials to work with, the engineers re- 
paired the great rent In the envelope 
by using small flr trees for ribs and 
binding fragments of 
balloon 
cloth 


over them. The innfer gas envelope or 
balloonette was not replaced, it 
Is 


slated, but the 
outer 
surface 
was 


mended and the big hole in the bow 
covered, so as to reduce the resistance 
of the air when, the ship was in mo- 
tion.

Although the hole in the 
balloon 


gave the impression to persons who 
saw it that the croft was as 'good" as 
totally destroyed, the repairs were 
completed in a few hours and' the air- 
ship reached its Destination the fol- 
lowing day.

BIG TRAFFIC IN BERRIES. 


Maryland Peninsula Sends Out 16,000,- 


000 Quarts. 


Despite the heavy rains of the past 


two weeks, .which have tended to re- 
duce the strawberry 
crop, 
16.676.406 


quarts have been shipped up to June 
19 from the Delaware-Maryland Pe- 
ninsula by the Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Washington railroad—a subsidiary 
of the Pennsylvania railroad. For the 
name period last year, when favorable 
•weather 
prevailed, 
the 
shipments 


.amounted to 13.094.689 quarts, thus 
allowing an Increase of 3.581.717 quarts 
for this year, even with a rainy season. 


It was formerly the custom of farm- 


ers on the peninsula to send their ber- 
rlea to only a few of the larger cities 
In the east, but since the railroad com- 
ipany. by acquainting the growers and 
.shippers with buyers In different sec- 
.tlons of the country, has 
created a 


•wide demand for the produce and fruit 
grown on the peninsula, cars are sent 
Jto all of the principal markets east of 
'the Mississippi river. For Instance, 
on one day of this season 124 cars, 


:about four solid tralnloads, of straw- 
terries were delivered to the New 
jiYork, New Haven and Hartford rall- 
ixoad for New England deliveries. 


In addition, the railroad has estab- 


lished a "preference" freight service, 
•the trains of which, running on fast 
schedules, put the berries at their des- 
tination in good condition. It Is to 
meet the heavy demand that has thus 
heen created that the farmers are In- 
creasing their yields. 


Refrigerator cars are now supplied 


Ao the shippers free of charge, except 
•for the icing In transit, and the farm- 
ers are taking advantage of this prac- 
'tlce by shipping their berries to distant 
points where, as a rule, better prices 
prevail. So far this year 1.45G refrig- 
erator cars loaded with strawberries 
have been shipped from the peninsula.
